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Viking confuses scientists with paradoxial test result

The first two tests scientists con- 
ducted to determine the existance of 
lite on Mars indicated that there may 
be hfe on the red planet. But the third, 
and essential, test failed to show signs 
of life thus ruling out life on Mars ac- 
cording to Harold Masursky, senior 
scientist of the US. Geological 
Survey, and cheif of NASA's Viking 
Landing staff 


Murasky spoke before a crowd of 
over 400 last Thursday mght in the 
Music Recital Hall. In his two hour 
speech shde show presentation 
Masursk¥ spoke in detail about the 
Preparations for the Viking mission, 
and the results of the tests that were 
taken by the biochemical laboratory 
on board the spacecraft 

The tine red grain materia! that 
covers almost all of Mars’ surface, he 
said, behaves like a sort of clay. “All 
biologists were very hopeful to find

Board of Justice: 
playing monopoly 


The Associated Students Board of Justice (BOJ). a gross mis- 
nomer, has ruled the general election scheduled for tomorrow 
cancelled. The legal opinion, pseudo legal opinion, failed to cite the 
Staggered term section of the constitutional amendment passed last 
spring by the student body as either unconstitutional or illegal 

Ihe opinion stated that the election would be cancelled. The BOJ 
is the designated branch of government to interpret the constitution 
and rule on those cases brought up for their interpretation. It has no 
constitutional power to cancel an election without stating the reasons 
and constitutional authority of its decision. The Board has committed 
an unconstitutional act 

Ihe Board chose to ignore the amount of time and effort of can- 
didates who have been campaigning over the past few days 

I he constitutional amendment, voted on last spring by the student 
population, was not ruled invalid. That being the case. where does the 
BOJ find the authority to grant full year terms to those senators 
whose terms expired this fall? The BOJ has not that power. The ASI 
Senate does not have that power. Constitutional amendments must 
be voted on by the general population, not the representatives of the 
general population. The constitution. as ridiculous or menial as it 
May seem, is the set of laws guiding and restricting the ASI governing 
branch’s power. To cast that document out the window tn favor of 
legal opinions of a board, which does not know its legal rights. is quite 
ludicrous 

\ statement that the senators were not aware of their terms ex- 
piring this fall is absurd. The ballot they voted on last spring. for 
themselves. also contained the questioned amendment vote. One 
would hope that senatorial candidates would read the ballot and vote 
according to their beliets. If they did not vote upon the staggered term 
amendment they have no business in the senate i: the first place 
Ignorance of the law is no excuse for people in positions of authority 

Ihe argument of the senators whose term expired at the end of the 
fall semester that the amendment should have been voted on betore 
the general election borders on total childish whims The election was 
held, the voters, even though a small number. knew what they were 
Voting on. The students voted to pass that amendment. The voiced 
their opinion. That opinion isthe validity upon which the ASI stands 

And fraud ts cited as a reason for the election cancellation Fraud 
is detined as, “Deceit. trickery, cheating or...intentional deception to 
Calve 4 person to give up property or some lawful rights.” How can 
fraud be perpetrated upon the student population when it was the 
student population that voted on the amendment and that it be effec- 
tive now? It is difficult if not impossible to perpetrate fraud upon 
onesclt, The amendment called for the terms of office to be staggered 
When that amendment passed, the previous section of the ASI 
Constitution stating the length of terms became invalid 

The games must cease. The ASI Senate and the BOJ must stop 
playing their political monopoly. The candidates who were disen- 
franchised, should and are now circulating a petition to recall the ASI 
Senate. While some senators have effectively upheld their office 
others now serving have but effectively upheld their egos. A genera! 
clection of the entire senate would serve as a vote of confidence or a
